a t the army posts in dry countries. 
It is a very strange thing, but it is, 
however, a fact, tha t we have more 
rheumatism in dry climates than in 
damp ones. 
It is generally supposed 
tha t wet weather and dampness are 
conducive of rheumatic troubles, but 
it is not so. Our books show tha t it 
is in a dry atmosphere tha t our men 
suffer. 
It dries them up like mum­ 
mies, stiffens their joints and unfits 
them for duty . The worst post we 
have is where only about an inch and 
a q u a ite r o f ra infa lls in a y ear. 
It 
is from the changes of climate largely 
tha t these men are now sick.”

T H E H A D D O C K M U R D E R . 


The magnitude of the internal com­ 
merce of the United Sta tes is strikingly 
illustrated by the fact t hat the trade of 
the Lake Superior region alone, which 
pas-, s through the Sault Ste. Marie 
canal, much exceeds in number of ves­ 
sels ar.d almost equals in tonnage 
tha t which passes through the .Suez 
canal. 
In value the la tter is much 
greater, since the freights of the stea m ­ 
ships using the Suez canal consists 
largely of goods of high cost compared 
with their bulk or weight, while the 
freights from Lake Superior are chiefly 
raw materials, such as iron ore, cop­ 
per, grain and lumber. The average 
number of tons passed through the 
ha ultSte. Maria canal in a day exceeds 
tha t of the Suez canal, though the 
y early tonnage is a trifie less because 
the formei is closed by ice for about 
one hundred and foity da y s of the 
y ear, while the la tter of course is con­ 
sta ntly open. 
But if the increase for 
th a present y ear in the Lake .Superior 
traffic should equal tha t of the la st, 
the 
y early tonnage 
will 
surpass 
tha t cf the eastern ditch. 
The 
canal a t the falls of Ste. Marie was 
opened in 18 55. 
It had then a lock 
with two chambers, and would pass 
vessels drawing eleven and a halt feet 
of water. 
Its traffic for the fust y ear 
was 100,000 tons. Ten y ears later

Gob let did n ot respond 
to the requ est for an interview, b u t Ferry 
did. and on his appearance his assailan t 
drew a revolver and fired three times a t 
him. 
The b vstandere tried to lynch Berckens

di'iicu ltv from carrying ou t 
their intention. 
A medical exam ination 
a t the hospital rovealed tha t tw o of the 
b u lle-H stru ck Ferry. 
The first passed 
arou nd the chest, slightly penetrating the 
fleidi, and the second stru ck Ferry on the 
right side near the lowest rib , cau sing a 
contu sion. 
Berckens Au b ertin, M. Ferry’s assailant, 
is a native of Rom b arh. in Moselle. 
When 
he made the attack on Ferry he was ac­ 
com panied b y an accomplice who was to 
have shot Gob let, who flu nked, giving as 
his reason tha t his revolver dropped to 
the floor. 
When Berckens 
was searched 
b y the police a paper was fou nd on him 
which indicated tha t he and his confeder­ 
ates had draw n lots to decide who shou ld 
do the shooting.

Brainerd comes in for her 
share of the additional, wealth and 
with the undeveloped country to 
the north of us, rich in hardwood 
timberj of every description, and 
vast forests of standing pine, will 
eventually outstrip all competitors. 
Letters from various sources are 
being received daily inquiring as 
to advantages and the chances of 
getting good sites for building and 
water power.

In a recent talk ab out the retire- 
i 
nt and change of location of army 
< 
cers, Gen. Sheridan m ade the fol­ 
lowing statem ent th a t m ay be new to 
m ost readers: “There are a large num ­ 
ber of officers who have been used up 
at the arm y posts in dry countries. 
It is a very stiange thing, but it i s 
however, a fact, th a t we have more 
rheum atism in dry clim ates than in 
dam p ones. 
It is generally supposed 
th a t wet weather and dam pness are 
conducive of rheumatic troubles, but 
it is not so. 
Our books show th a t it 
is in a dry atm osphere th a t our men 
suffer. 
It dries them up like m um ­ 
mies, stiffens their joints and unfits 
them for duty. 
The worst post we 
have is where only about an inch and 
a quaiter of rain falls in a year. 
It 
is from the changes of clim ate largely 
th a t these men are now sick." 


The magnitude ol the internal com- 
ni> ree of the United Stat es is strikingly 
illustrated by the fact th at the t r a d e d 
the Lake Superior region alone, which 
passes through the Sault Ste. Marie 
canal, much exceeds in number of ves­ 
sels and alm ost equals in tonnage 
that which passes through the Suez 
canal. 
In value the latter is much 
greater, since thefreightsof the stea m ­ 
ships using the Suez canal consists 
largely of goods of high cost compared 
with their bulk or weight, while the 
freights from Lake Superior are chiefly 
raw materials, such as iron ore, cop­ 
per, grain and lumber. 
The average 
number of tons passed through the 
Sault Ste. Maria canal in a day exceeds 
th a t of the Suez canal, though the 
yearly tonnage is a trifle less because 
the formei is closed by ice for about 
one hundred and fo ity days of the 
year, while the latter of course is con­ 
sta n tly open. 
But if the increase for 
th- present year in the Lake Superior 
traffic should equal th a t of the last, 
the 
yearly 
tonnage 
will 
surpass 
th a t 
of the eastern 
ditch. 
The 
canal a t the falls of Ste. Marie was 
opened in 1855. 
It had then a lock 
with tw o chambers, and would pass 
vessels drawing eleven and a halt feet 
of water. 
Its traffic for the first year 
was 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 tons. 
Ten years later 
it was 70 0 ,0 0 0 and in 1875, 1.260,- 
0 0 0 tons. 
Then a new lock was be­ 
gun, and w as opened for business in 
1881. 
It is the finest work of its kind 
in the world, 
Its length is 515 feet, 
its width 80 feet, and it will pass ves­ 
sels drawing 16 feet of water. 
Since 
th a t time the traffic lias increased 
enormously. 
Last year 
it reached 
the total of 4 ,5 2 7 ,7 5 9 tons, and the 
estim ate for this year, based on the 
great increase during the early part of 
the summer, when the latest returns 
were made, is 5 ,8 9 2 ,0 0 0 tons, 
or 
ab ou t one hundred thousands tons 
greater than H ist of the Suez canal 
for last year. 
T heestim ated caq acity 
of the canal is ninety-six vessels daily. 
In on day of the past summer 84 
vessel- passed through it, so that its 
ultim ate capacity is nearly r< iched. 
It is proposed to build a new luck of 
enlarged dimensions in every 
way, 
and capable of passing vessels of 21 
feet draught.

John Arensdorf Acquitted of tho 
Murder of Mr. 
Haddock,

Disposing of the Case. 
Sionx City,Special Telegram , Dec. 9 .—The 
trial of J o h n A rensdorf for the m u rd er of 
Rev. George C. H a d d o ck cam e to a sudden 
close a t 9 o'clock this evening. 
A t 6 o ’clock 
the case w as finally su b m itte d to the jury, 
the whole d a y having bet n occupied by 
lio n . M. D. O ’Connell of F o r t Dodge, who 
closed the final a rg u m e n t for 
th e s ta te . 
He said: 
I t w as th e d u ty of every m an t o obey 
the law. 
A jury h as no right to deal o u t 
wisdom to the luw m nkers. 
He referred to 
Erwin as the great classic pine tree of tho 
N orth. 
H e denounced A tto rn ey T r e a d ­ 
well as th e leading spirit in tho conspiracy 
which killed H ad d o ck . 
Treadwell m ad e a 
speech a t th e s a lo o n k ee p ers’ meeting of 
an incendiary n a tu re . 
A iensdorf was tho 
leader of rffe sa lo o n tuen. 
They 
obeyed 
him because th e o th ers lacked courage to 
c arry o u t their plans. 
He did no t. A ren s­ 
dorf fired th e s h o t which killed H ad d o ck 
while the rest of the crow d halted. 
A t a few m inutes before 9 
o'clock 
the 
jury cam e in a n d ann o u n ced a verdict of 
n o t guilty. The c o u rt h a d been sum m oned 
a few m inutes before, a n d the d e fen d a n t 
an d 
his 
a tto r n e y s 
anti 
the 
a t t o r ­ 
neys 
for 
the 
s t a t e 
were 
present. 
The c o u rt ro o m w as a b o u t half 
filled 
with a crowd, which had sw iftly gathered 
as the news of th e agreem ent of the jury 
sp read . There was a slight d e m o n s tra tio n 
in the co u rt room , b u t four o r live of the 
sp e c ta to rs refused to join in it. A sso o n as 
tue verdict w as 
a n n o u n ced A rensdorf's 
counsel m oved for his discharge an d the 
m o tio n w as 
g ran ted . 
The d e fe n d a n t’s 
counsel g ra s p e l his h and, b u t he h u rried 
aw a y to th a n k the m em bers of the jury, 
who h a d been dism issed by the co u rt. 
It 
is safe to sa y t h a t this verdict finally an d 
forever disposes of th e H a d d o ck m u rd er 
case, a n d t h a t the m an w ho actu ally fired 
th e s h o t will never be punished. 
T he Sioux City J o u r n a l gives a brief s u m ­ 
m a ry of \V. \V. E rw in ’s speech in the A rens­ 
dorf trail, from which the following is t a k ­ 
en a s show ing t h a t the a d d ress bristled 
with sayings t h a t are d istin ctly c h a r a c te r ­ 
istic of th e g reat crim inal law yer of St.

Ferry was s h o t by a m an n am ed 
Berckens, who ap p eared in the hall of the 
c h am b er of d eputies ami asked to see b o th 
Ferry* and Goblet. G oblet did n o t resp o n d 
to the request for an interview, b u t Ferry 
did. arid on his a p p ea ran c e his a s s a ila n t 
d r e w a revolver a n d tired three tim es a t 
him. 
The h v s ta n d e rs tried to lynch Berckens 
after he had fired the shots, b u t were pre 
vented wit i di iicuitv trom carrying o u t 
th eir inten tio n . 
A m edical e x a m in a tio n 
a t th e h o sp ital revealed t h a t tw o of the 
bullets s tru c k F erry . 
The first passed 
a ro u n d the chest, slightly p enetrating 1 he 
flesh, a n d the second stru c k F erry on the 
right side n ear the low est rib, causing a 
con tu sio n . 
Berckens Aubertin, M. F e rry ’s a s s a ila n t, 
is a n a tiv e of R om bach. in Moselle. 
When 
he m ade the a tta c k on F e rry he was ac­ 
co m panied by an accom plice who was to 
have sh o t Goblet, who flunked, giving as 
his reaso n t h a t his revolver d ro p p e d to 
th e floor. 
W hen Berckens 
was searched 
by the police a p a p er was found on him 
which Indicated t h a t he a n d his confeder­ 
a te s had d ra w n lo ts to decide who should 
d o the sh ooting. 
The p a p er ends: “ D eath 
to intriguers. 
O ur p a th is m ark ed o u t to 
form a n intelligent, disin terested a n d p a ­ 
trio tic m in istrv . 
So be i t . ”

How Plant Life is Maintained. 
Nature has provided plants with 
the means of colonizing their seeds- 
.Some seeds are prickly and attach 
themselves to a passing 
object—a 
man, a dog or a cow—and are thus 
distributed. 
Others are wafted by 
the wind, like the seed of the dande- 
I lion, sailing through space like a tiny 
balloon, or like the seeds of the tulip 
tree or poplar, flying from the pa­ 
rental branches in flocks resembling ti­ 
ny birds. 
Other seeds fall into the 
streams and sleep peacefully on the 
bosom of the limpid waters until they 
run ashore, and then they start a col­ 
ony. 
Others are distributed by enter­ 
ing the crop of birds and being voided 
here and there. 
See thosesm all cedar 
trees alongside th a t 
fence. 
Birds 
( planted those and theplow sharecou’d 
not reach them. 
They brought 
the 
flea bane from Canada to the B o ta n ­ 
ical Gardens of Paris. 
In a little 
while it was growing over Europe. 
It 
made a continental tour on the wings 
of the wind, cheaply and satisfactorily. 
It is said the Dutch, wishing to m o­ 
nopolize the nutmegtrade, extirpated 
the trees on ouch islands where a close 
watch 
could 
not be 
maintained. 
However, 
the 
birds 
replanted 
them 
in 
derision 
of 
the 
edict 
of the house of Orange. 
The cashew 
nut was carried by the Gulf stream to 
the western shore of Scotland, and 
had it not been for the frigid welcome 
if received in th a t inhospitable clime, 
would have grown. 
It came from re­ 
m ote Jam aica. Manure spreads seeds 
to a great extent. 
The weeds are cut 
down by the farmer and thrown in 
the barn yard; there they are tram p­ 
led by the cows and rooted by the 
pigs, but the seeds creep into the m a­ 
nure and hibernate. 
Next year the 
manure is spread over the ground,and 
the farmer gnashes his teeth as he 
sees 
an arm y of weeds unrising. Of 
course, m yriads and myriads of seeds 
are wasted, and it is well th a t such is 
the case, otherwise out means would 
be spent in buying hoes and sickles to 
keep the weeds down. 
Take the com ­ 
mon henbane plant. 
It produces 50,- 
0 0 0 seeds. 
Say only one-fourth live, 
the fourth would reach the m odest 
sum of 
1 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ot 
plants. 
Every square foot of 
the 
earth’s surface would be obliged to 
hold seven of these plants. 
Linnaeus 
states th a t from two seeds of an an­ 
nual plant in twenty years 1,048,567 
plants will spring. 
Ray, a botanist, 
with a t£ tent for enumeration,counted 
3 2 ,0 0 0 seeds on a single poppy head 
and 3 6 0 ,0 0 0 on a single tobacco plant. 
At this rate it only requires the sur­ 
vival of the fittest, and a very few* of 
the fittest, to colonize 
the 
whole 
world.

How Plant Life is Maintained.

A Reply to Mrs. Veon. 


E d it o r D isp a t c h :—I wish to say just 
a word in reply to M rs. C. J. Veon’s com­ 
munication of last week. 
1 made no mis­ 
take, neither are my conclusions erron- 
eou>, as that lady alleges. 
Ordinarily, 
Mrs. Yeon’s conclusions ou questions of 
law would be, I presume, more correct 
than my own. 
It so happens, however, 
that in our understanding of the attorney 
general’s opinion as to whether any 
PAKTicuLAit text-book must be used, we 
agree perfectly. 
Certainly the recom­ 
mendation made by the commissioners of 
a suitable text-book to be studied, are 
only advisory, and school boards arc free 
to adopt and use any book they like. No­ 
body disputes this. 
But this is not the 
point. 
This same law requires that 
bwi matic and r e g u l a r instruction shall 
be given in physiology, hygiene, etc. 
The attorney general says that some text­ 
book must be used, and that each district 
may choose its own book. 
Now, in view 
of all this, the important question with 
me is, how is this uniformity and re­ 
gularity lo be secured? Is it by introdu­ 
cing into our schools as many different 
kinds of books as there are school boards? 
Uniformity in text-books and uniformity 
in instruction go hand in hand. I said 
the books which the commissioners have 
recommended are to be—not must be— 
used. 
And 1 still think it better and 
more in accordance with the spirit of this 
law to follow the advise of the commis­ 
sioner rather than create a confusion in 
the matter by using other books, 
al­ 
though they may be just as good in point 
of merit. 
But if the law means nothing, 
and no uniformity or regularity are de­ 
sired, school officers are at liberty’ to 
adopt the books recommended by’ the P. 
S. 
G, Y. X., or any other society.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS 
The Argentine Republic* 
From the B oston H erald. 
An interesting article in the current 
number of Harper’s Magazine presents 
extraordinary facts and statistics in 
relation to the present condition of 
the most extreme southern country 
of the American continent. The Ar­ 
gentine Republic reaches now to the 
Straits of Magellan, comprising the 
whole of what was once designated on 
the map as Patagonia, except the 
strip on the west coast between the 
sea and the mountains, which is a 
part of Chili. The eastern par t is giv-

The Indians have heen exterminated, 
and cattle and sheep roam the region 
as they do our western plains.

theaters are constantly open; Italian 
opera is given twice a week for six 
months in the year at $0 a ticket, 
j and there are twenty-one daily news- 
! papers! There are banks which do a 
; larger volume of business on a greater 
! capital than almost any in world, 
' and occupy magnificent buildings of 
glass and marble. One has a capital 
; of $37,000,000, a circulation of $22,-1 
I 000,000, deposits amounting to$56,- j 
000,000, and $67,000,000 of loans! 
j and discounts. The deposits in all the] 
; banks amount to $64 per capita, I 
against $19 in the United States.

the tail of the countries that trade) 
w ith a people who should be first of;

take from us euch goods as they can ; 
not get elsewhere—agricultural imple-! 
mental, railroad cars and engines, ai 
little lu n ie r and petroleum—am ount-1 
ing to less than half of what we bay of!

Whittier began to rhyme very ear­ 
ly, and kept his gift a secret, except 
from his oldast sister, fearing that bls 
father, who was a prosaic man, would 
think that he was wasting time. 
He 
wrote under the fence, in the attic, in 
the barn—wherever he could escape 
observation; and as pen and ink were 
not always available, he sometimes 
used chalk, and even charcoal. Great 
was tl:e surprise of the family when 
some of his verses were unearthed— 
literally 
unearthed—from under a 
heap of rubbish in a garret, but big 
father frowned upon these evidences 
of the bent of his mind, not out of un­ 
kindness, but becau-o he doubted the 
sufficiency of the boy’s education for 
a literary life and did not wish to in­ 
spire him with topes winch might 
never e fulfilled. 
His sister had faith in him, never­ 
theless. and, without his knowledge, 
she sent one of bis poems to the editor 
of the Free Press, a newspaper pub­ 
lished in Newburyport. Whittier was 
helping his father to repiair a stone 
wail by the roadside when the carrier 
flung a copy of the paper to him, and, 
unconscious that anything of his was 
in it, he opened it and glanced up and 
down the columns. IUs eyes fell on 
some verses called “The Exile s I>e- 
parture.”
